The "high spots" in the railroad bill 


as It passed the senate may be de- 
scribed as follows: 


The bill provides (or the creation of 


a. new "court of commerce" for the 
consideration exclusively 
of appeals 


from orders of the Interstate commerce 
commission. 
The court is to consist 


of five Judges, to sit In Washington. 
Their powers are to be co-ordinate with 
the Judges of the federal circuit court. 
They are to receive the same pay and 
emoluments and are to be appointed in 
the first Instances by the president for 
terms respectively of one, two, three, 
four and five years. Each, as he re- 
tires to take up the work of a circuit 
Judge, is to be succeeded by a designa- 
tion from the circuit bench, these and 
other vacancies to be filled by appoint- 
ment-by the chief justice of the su- 
preme court.

Dazzling and magnificent is the apparel of the 


bullocks that haul this royal artillery. 
Forty-five 


thousand dollars is sold to be the cost of the trap- 
pings. On i the horns of the animals are golden caps, 
and on their legs are anklets of gold and silver. 
Ornaments of gold adorn their heads, and when the 
roynl artillery is In motion the splendor of It dazzles 
the eyes. The guns are guarded day and night by 
picked men from the royal bodyguard. 


The most famous diamond necklace of the world Is 


the property of the Maharajah. 
It Is composed of 


two hundred beautiful brilliants of marvellous purity, 
each as large as a hazelnut. This necklace is valued 
at ?12,000,000. 
Then he has a famous collarette, 


made of five hundred diamonds. Hanging from this 
circle of light is the fifth largest diamond In the world, 
tho Star of the South. Emeralds are strung between 
the diamonds. In one room of the palace Is a rng 
with a surface of four square yards made entirely of 
beautiful diamonds, pearls nnd rubles. The gems 
have been woven into a regular carpet, with designs 
and margins clearly defined.

Heliotrope cannot have too 


much sun and it must he watered often. 
Helitrope cannot be placed In a box 
which Is narrow or thin because the 
roots will feel the heat of tho sun too 
much. The box holding them must be 
deep, so the same conditions will pre- 
vail as if they were In the ground. 


Petunias, especially the double va- 


rieties, are charming for window boxes. 
Not good for cutting, the flowers have 
a delicate odor which becomes evident 
tho Instant they are damp. 
Drfiible 


white petunias suggest roses, and onco 
firmly established these grow rapidly. 


Amateurs must not try to,raise them 


from seed, 
Tho small plants in tw.o 


Inch pots cost little and bear trans- 
planting. 
The most common cause of spindling 


and scraggy looking window boxes is 
that the roots arc not kapt at an oven 


degree of moisture. 
To douse the soil 


to a. condition of mud and then let 11 
dry to powder affects plants preclsels 
is extreme changes of temperature dc 
human beings. They become weak try- 
Ing to adapt themselves. 


The soil must be kept-damp, and to 


do this successfully the boxes must be 
Intelligently observed each day. When 
a high wind has been blowing the, dirt 
will be dryer than on a damp day, and 
when the sun beats 
down 
severely 


moisture will naturally dry sooner. FOT 
this reason the amount of water given 
varies from day to day.

I was preaching once in vthe north 


of Scotland In one ot those towns 
that have a church larseenough to 
take the whole town InrThey have 
some Presbyterian 
churches in the 


north of Scotland large enough tb.ac- 


"commodate the whole (jhurch-going 


community. This town had a church 
large enough to hold 2,500. .<fc don't 
thlnK I ever heard in my life the 
twenty-third psalm sung as It was 
sung in that church—"The Lord Is my 
shepherd. I shall not want" And I sat 
and heard it; and it seemed^as if the 
whole town was there—men. women 
an<J children—all singing very heart- 
ily that beautiful old psalm. 


After I got through 
preaching, I 


thought I would.put a test and see 
how many could sing it from the 
heart. I said: 
"I never heard the 


twenty-third psalm sung as , at the 


< opening of this meetine: and I wa% 


wondering how many sang It from the 
heart and could .say the Lord was 
their shepherd. 'Now. I will put 
test: All who can sing it from the 
heart and who. can claim Christ as 
your shepherd, -won't you rise and sing 
it?" 
About fifty or sixty got up— 


some not half-way up—and,I felt"as 
If I bad never heard It sung so poorly 
In my life.

Now, I was thinking of that Incident 


this morning while you were singing: 
"My-.Jesus, I Itnre thee: I know thou 
art mine." I wondered how many in 
this audience really can sing it from 
the heart: and how many. It it should 
be put to the test, could rise and say: 
"I know that my Redeemer illveth. * 
• * I know in whom I have believed 
and I am persuaded that he is" able tc 
keep that which I have committee 
unto him against that day." In .oth>; 
words, how many are ready and will- 
ing to get up and declare themselves 
on the Lord's side—that you belong to 
him? Impediments to Assurance. 


That Is the subject we have ;thls 


morning—Assurance! I once -Mad of 
a couple of men who had their prop- 
erty burned out. They were . away 
from the town while the fire attacked 
both of their houses. One man, wh«n- 
he heard of It, went, almost wild, while

the other was as calm as the sum- 
mer evening. What was the differ- 
ence? One.had his property insured 
for Its full value, and the other had no 
iniirance. One lost'everything; the 


•roflher-was fully insured. And.-,do you 


know,-I believe that assurance Is go- 
Ing to. give us peace and rest in ithe 
hour of trial and in the testing time; 
therefore I believe It .Is a very (vltal 
subject.

Now, 
before I speak further, I want 


to o«r"Tnal there arc three classes ot 
people In all our churches who haj>e 
npt got assurance, and I don't think 
If* the mind of God thdit they should 
have assurance. The first class Is the 
people who 
have 
united 
with the 


church, but have never been "born of 
God," "of tlie Spirit." and never "be- 
came partakers of the divine nature. 
They have united with the church, 
perhaps persuaded by'some minister 
or by some friend 
and thinking it 


might lead to their conversion. They 
have not been "born of the Spirit,' 
and : they will never have the assur- 
ance' until they have been "born from 
above." 
. ' 
Second. Those not willing ;to con- 


fess Christ." -"Ashamed of Christ and 
his Word." Bom. 10:9-11 says: "If 
thou shall confess, with thy;moujh the 
Lord Jesus, and shalt believe In thine, 
heart that Qod hath raised him from 
the dead, thou shalt be saved. For 
with the heart, 
man b'elieveth unto 


righteousness; and 
with the mouth 


confession Is made unto salvation. For 
the scripture saith:

Now, If I believe with my heart, and 
yet am ashamed to confess Christ and 
to "take my stand," I surely will not 
have assurance.

assurance. I believe that's the reason 
many people go on all through life 
without assurance—because they :are 
not willing to do some work for the 
Master.

FIGHT WITH KILKAIN 


AST Battle for 


Rales Was 


JOHN L. STTLLIVAN swept into the full tide 
of his popularity after his decisive defeat of 
"Paddy" Ryan. For the next five years he 


toured the country, meeting ambitious young- 
sters ostRnslbly for "exhibitions" and demolish- 
ing; them regularly trtth the terrible right 
bandar which ranks historically among such 
lethal instruments as the battleaxe of the Mon 
Heart and the sleeping potion of the Borgias, 
partaking of the nature of both. His offer of 
$1,000 to any one who would knock him out was 
the standing joke of the time. 


Several fighters of promise and reputation 


were also matched against him, for if Sullivan 
met the contemporary sporting demand as a 
hero he was not without enemies who would 
have liked nothing quite so well as to see him 
beaten. 


"Anything and anybody to whip Sullivan!" 


was the word in certain circles of the world of 
sport. His failure to stop "Tug" Wilson in four 
rounds was a ray of light to this contingent. It 
expected great-things of Herbert A. Slade, the 
Maori. Its hopes were pinned again to "Paddy" 
Byan in 1886, but Sullivan simply crushed his 
old antagonist. Its persistent assertions that 
the champion's day had passed found some 
ground the following year, when Sullivan broke 
his left arm in the fight with "Patsy" Cardiff. 
Finally, in 1888, it took heart from the draw 
with "Charley" Mitchell. 


Sullivan's prestige undoubtedly suffered a de- 


cided, if temporary, setback from this affair. 
. Mitchell was a skilful and a wary boxer. He 
met the Champion for S5.000 and the title at 
Chantilly, France, and dodged himself through 
thirty-nine rounds in safety, following "Tug" 
Wilson's tactics. The event was hp.iled as "Sul- 
livan's Waterloo." It was declared that, he had 
always been greatly overestimated and that he ' 
must fall before the next first class fighter to 
face him. ' Here at last was the great John L.

Of the reasons so laboriously collected by the know- 


Ing ones, the most attractive had to do with the brev- 
ity of all of Sullivan's fights. It was an indisputable 
fact that up to the Mitchell sprinting race at Chantilly 
no one had ever stayed more than nine rounds with the 
champion. And it was quite possible that if an oppo- 
nent could manage to keep clear of that clubbed right 
until Sullivan was blown and weary the greatest hit- 
ting fighter the ring has ever seen "might henceforth . 
be powerless. It was possible because no one was in 
a position to prove the contrary. 


Meanwhile the great majority of boxing enthusiasts 


throughout'the country, including most of those for- 
lunate enough to be on hand at New Orleans, held fast 
by their faith in John L. Sullivan. They did not be- 
lieve that the man to succeed him had yet appeared. 
If he had they were confident that he did not exist 
In the person of the present claimant. 


"Jake" Kilrain was born at Greenpoint, L. I., Feb- 


mary 9,1859. He was of Irish parentage and his real 
name was John Joseph Kllllon. Having begun his 
muscular training in a Boston rolling mill, he first 
became known to the sporting public as a crack ama- 
teur oarsman. In 1883 he won the junior single scull 
championship of America and soon afterward turned 
to new worlds to conquer. -"He had always been handy 
n'ith his fists and began to attract attention when he 
made a serious bid for fame by defeating "Joe" Lan- 
non, a fighter of some note, for a rather vague title, 


i the championship of the East. 


By the time Kilrain was ready to issue his series of 


[challenges to Sullivan in 1887 he'was known as a. 


courageous and really first class boxer. But 


fore the defiance bore fruit he gained still further In 


reputation by a venture to England. This was the 
first time since the days of "Jem"' Mace that the 
championship of England had been disputed by an 
aspirant to the world's title. Mace, with whose career 
the two honors ceased to be synonymous, had regained 
the greater in 1870, subsequently relinquishing it here. 
Since then the boxing game had fallen into evil repute 
across the water until the national title was revived 
by "Jem" Smith, who defeated "Jack" Davis in 1S85. 
Kllrain challenged Smith and the match was made. 
After a terrific battle for $10,000 and the championship 
of England a draw was declared on account of dark- 
ness, 106 rounds having been fought under the Lon- 
Jon prize ring rules.
